Click 
on the cancel button. You will receive an email back when this is successfully done. 
Partial or full refunds of housing deposits may be an option. 


e Orientation: If you are already registered for an upcoming orientation session, please 
call 509-335-4242 or email orientation@wsu.edu to cancel your registration. 


e Student Financial Services (SFS): To cancel your financial aid application please 
complete the "Cancellation/Reinstatement of Financial Aid" form by visiting 
financialaid.wsu.edu/forms. You may also contact the SFS office by emailing 
financialaid@wsu.edu or by calling 509-335-9711. This will stop all processing of 
your financial aid awards and will discontinue all email communications from SFS. 


Other important information for you to know about. You may need to fill out a new 
FAFSA; additional information can be found at financialaid.wsu.edu/fafsa-application. 
You may also need to fill out a new WSU scholarship; that application has a deadline 
of January 31 and can be found at apply.wsu.edu.
